2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
amendment clarifies the nature of the water ports of claims 5 and 15, eliminating an 
implication of a plurality of ports which are each branched, and also clarifies the 
antecedent basis of several limitations ("an outside," "a side surface," and "a bottom 
surface"). As noted in the previous office action, the prior art does not teach the 
limitation of the water ports being communicated with the exterior specifically at the side 
and bottom surfaces of the base, especially in combination with the remaining 
limitations of those claims.
